Location  of  Our  Gardens 

Our  exhibition  gardens'  and  office  are  located  at  the  junction  of 
Hillegass  and  Claremont  Avenues,  Oakland;  within  a mile  of  the 
University  of  California,  where  the  Trial  Garden  of  the  Dahlia  Society 
of  California  is  situated.  Visitors  should  take  the  College  Avenue  car, 
get  off  at  the  junction  of  College  Avenue  with  Claremont  Avenue  and 
62nd  Street ; walk  one  block  west  on  62nd  to  Hillegass,  then  south  on 
Hillegass  to  the  office,  at  6088  Hillegass  Avenue.  From  San  Francisco, 
visitors  should  take  the  Claremont  Avenue  Key  Route  train,  which 
passes  the  gardens  on  Claremont;  getting  off  at  the  College  Avenue 
station;  walk  down  62nd,  etc.  We  shall  be  happy  to  greet  you. 

Our  Stock  Gardens 

On  account  of  the  rapid  growth  of  our  business  it  became  impera- 
tive last  spring  to  greatly  increase  our  acreage.  To  grow  the  best 
possible  stock  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  proper  soil  and  climatic 
conditions.  With  this  in  mind  we  made  a thorough  canvass  of  all 
of  the  available  land  in  Central  California.  We  feel  fortunate  indeed 
to  have  acquired  an  ideal  acreage  near  Alvarado,  twenty  miles  from 
Oakland. 


This  land  is  a rich  sediment  loam  especially  adapted  to  the 
growing  of  bulbs  and  we  have  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  fresh  water. 
This  year  we  irrigated  our  stock  only  three  times  but  conserved  the 
moisture  by  persistent  cultivation.  The  plants  were  allowed  to  attain 
their  natural  growth  without  fertilizer  of  any  kind  and  as  the  result 
we  have  harvested  the  finest  lot  of  bulbs  that  we  have  ever  seen.

AL  Koran  (Davies) . This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  the  golden  yellows.  The  blooms  are 
large  and  full,  each  petal  having  a slight  wave  which  adds  to  the  grace  of  the 
flower.  The  plant  is  a good  grower  and  the  flower  stalks  are  long  and  rigid. 
Won  first  prize  at  the  San  Francisco  and  Oakland  Shows  in  1922  for  the  best 
three  year  old  seedling  and  also  first  prize  at  Oakland  for  the  best  vase  of  twelve 
blooms  shown  with  stems.  A fine  addition  to  the  decorative  class $5.00 

Alma  Davies  (Davies).  This  is  a truly  splendid  contribution  to  the  peony  dahlias. 
The  blooms  are  very  artistic  in  form  and  the  color  is  a warm  rich  combination 
of  salmon,  old  rose  and  apricot.  The  stems  are  long  and  wiry  and  the  flowers 
keep  well  when  cut.

Arrow  of  Gold  (Streeter-Seal) . A very  large  well-formed  decorative  of  pure  gold, 
shading  deeper  toward  the  center  and  to  apricot  and  amber  at  the  outer  petals. 
The  plant  is  a vigorous  grower  and  the  flowers  are  held  erect  on  long,  stout 
stems $5.00 

Black  Jack  (Dressier).  This  dahlia  has  been  well  named.  We  know  of  no  other 
dahlia  with  such  richness  and  depth  of  color — a deep  rich  maroon,  almost  black. 
The  plant  is  tall  and  robust  and  is  always  filled  with  large  flowers  of  splendid 
form.  The  stems  are  very  long  and  strong.  We  grew  several  plants  of  this 
decorative  dahlia  in  the  front  row  of  our  test  gardens  where  passers-by  stopped 
to  admire  them  day  after  day $5.00 

Chronicle,  The  (Westilius).  Another  good  addition  to  the  decorative  class.  The 
blooms  of  this  variety  are  very  large  and  full.  The  color  is  a rich  glowing  red. 
The  plants  are  of  medium  height,  the  flowers  being  held  well  above  the  foliage 
on  good  stout  stems $5.00 

Esther  Hunt  (Bessie  Boston).  This  fine  dahlia  is  a typical  hybrid  cactus,  yet  it 
differs  from  many  in  this  class.  The  flowers  are  large  with  long,  well-rolled 
petals  that  are  serrated  at  the  tips.  The  centers  are  always  closed.  The  fine 
large  bushes  are  always  covered  with  a mass  of  blooms.  The  color  is  very 
attractive  — described  by  the  originator  as  a vivid  oriental  orange.

Jersey’s  Beauty  (Waite).  This  beautiful  clear  rose  pink  decorative  was  one  of  the 
outstanding  features  of  the  Eastern  Shows  this  year.

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Gladioli 

The  word  gladiolus  comes  from  the  Latin  gladius,  meaning  little  sword  and  is 
used  because  of  the  resemblance  of  the  gladiolus  leaves  to  a sword.  The  first  men- 
tion we  have  of  gladioli  was  in  the  days  of  the  Romans.  They  were  first  found  in  the 
Mediterranean  region,  then  further  north  in  Europe,  in  England  and  in  South 
Africa.  Such  wonderful  improvements  have  been  made  by  the  European  and 
American  hybridizers  that  we  can  scarcely  recognize  these  early  specimens  as  the 
forerunners  of  our  present  glorious  gladioli. 

How  to  Grow  Gladioli 

The  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  the  spring,  after  all  danger  of  frost  is  over. 
Plant  from  four  to  six  inches  deep,  according  to  the  lightness  of  the  soil  and  the  size 
of  the  bulbs.  In  a cool  climate  they  thrive  best  in  a good  sunny  place.  Where  the 
summers  are  extremely  warm,  a partially  shaded  place  is  preferable. 

We  do  not  advocate  the  use  of  dressing  too  liberally.  A light  application  of 
any  well  decayed  manure  or  good  commercial  fertilizer  applied  on  the  top  of  the 
ground  after  the  plants  are  several  inches  high  will  aid  in  producing  larger  blooms. 
Never  apply  fertilizer  at  the  time  of  planting.  The  ground  should  be  kept  moist 
(not  wet)  until  the  flower  spikes  begin  to  appear,  then  water  freely.  The  spikes  can 
be  cut  as  soon  as  the  first  bud  begins  to  open.  Four  or  five  of  the  lower  leaves  should 
be  left  to  help  mature  the  new  bulb. 

The  bulbs  should  be  dug  as  soon  as  the  leaves  turn  yellow  or  as  soon  as  they  are 
killed  by  frost.  They  should  be  lifted  tops  and  all  and  allowed  to  cure,  preferably 
out  of  doors.  If  in  a warm  climate  they  should  be  shaded  during  the  heat  of  the 
day  and  should  at  all  times  be  protected  from  frost.  The  usual  time  for  curing  is 
from  four  to  six  weeks.  When  thoroughly  dry  the  tops  should  be  cut  off  close  to  the 
bulbs  and  the  old  dried  corms  removed  from  the  bottom  of  these  new  bulbs.  Store 
in  shallow  trays  in  a cool  dry  place  protected  from  frost.
